The species are independent or distinct because each embodiment displays a 
different type of compound motion, including oscillation through an arc of rotation, linear 
reciprocating motion, lowering and raising sets of bristles with respect to each other, 
pairs of bristles driven in opposite rotational directions, and/or combinations of those 
movements. (The Applicant's Specification on Pages 4-5 and within the "Detailed 
Description" refers to these as separate embodiments).
